The Drought Area 
Relief Act 


The Drought Area Relief Act has 
been passed to enable persons residing 
in certain areas of Southern Alberta 
and their creditors to adjust their 
accounts, and to prevent the dissipa- 
tion of the resources of needy residents 
by a multiplicity of action and other 
legal proceedings 

Any person who has been resident 
and actively engaged in farming oper- 
ations in such drought area forat least 
one year prior to January Ist, 1922, 
and is still resident and engaged in 
farming can come within the provis- 
ions of the Act 

The duty of the Commissioner is to 
endeavor to adjust matters between 
residents in the said area and their 
creditors so as to provide for the satis- 
faction of just claims 

Any resident farmer within the 
drought relief area, or any creditor of 
such resident farmer, can apply to 
the Commissioner for av enquiry into 
an adjustment of bis affairs 

It is recommended that applications 
be forwarded at once. as if there is 
any delay the detail work necessary 
in the adjustment of each account 
cannot be completed in time after the 
crop is harvested 

Any resident farmer, or creditor, 
failing to make application before 
August 15th. next does so at his own 
visk asit may net be possible to get 
the necessary help and complete er- 
quities after that date 

Applications for such relief, and to 
come under the provisions of the Act, 
should be made at once, in writing to 
the Commissione:, Drought Area 
Relief Act, 320 Lougheed Building, 
Jalgary, so that steps can be taken 
to make the necessary inquiry

I came west from Manitoba in the 
fall of 1904, and after seeing one sea- 
son l predicted that some day we 
would raise corn here also, Being 
very busy improving a raw place dur- 
ing first few years, I did not try 
out my theory but confined my efforts 
to raising a little table corn each year, 
In 1914 We had a dry year and a short- 
age of f4PG, soy as anexperiment, 1 
planted half an acre of field corn in 
the spring of 1915, which grew to 
a height 6 feet to 9 feet 6 
inches, but being sown late and an 
ensilage variety, the ears formed but 
did not ripen.

The war now intervened causing a
